Washington, Aug 13 (USDA) - Cat-

slaughter market In the seven states 
preparing monthly estimates totaled 
6.45 million head down 8 % from a year 
ago and off 10 % from August 1, 1879, 
according to the Crop Reporting Board. 

Marketings of fed cattle during July 
total 1.41 million, up 8 % and down 3% 
from 1980 and 1979, respectively. 

Placements of cattle and calves on 
feed in the seven states were 1.08 
million, a record low for July. Thia is 
down 28% leas than laat year's near- 
normal level and off 11% from July 
1979. 

Net placements of 1.02 million were 
down 29% from 1980 and 8 % from July 
1979. 

Other disappearance totaled 65 thou¬ 
sand compared with 79 thousand during 
July 1980 and 108 thousand 2 year ago.
